The Thesaurus for Exceptional Child Education is the result of an 
attempt to clarify and reduce the existing Thesaurus of ERIC Descriptors used by 
the Educational Resources Information Center Clearinghouses. All regular terms 
which appear in our version of the Thesaurus are approved ERIC Thesaurus terms 
which have been selected on the bnsis of particular need to the Clearinghouse on 
Exceptional Children. 

Additional terms, which are designated by an asterisk, represent terms which 
are not CEC approved, but which are relevant to the field of exceptional child 
education. Such asterisked terms are followed by a referral to an approved related 
descriptor. For a considerable number of the ERIC approved terms, additional 
information is provided in scope notes (SN) which define the terms, indicate selected 
similar terms, and/or clarify specific usage of terms. 

Terms referring to handicapping conditions appear in two forms: the noun, to 
be used for the situation or disability itself (e.g., Cultural Disadvantagement, Speech 
Handicaps), and the adjective, to be used for the affected person (e.g., Culturally 
Disadvantaged, Speech Handicapped). In discussions which concern a handicap 
either in general or comprehensively, the broad term (e.g., Aurally Handicapped) is 
used; however, when only one aspect of a disability is discussed, both the broad term 
(e.g., Aurally Handicapped) and the specific term (e.g., Deaf or Hard of Hearing) 
are indicated. 

Suggestions regarding possible additions, deletions, or further clarification of 
terms are welcomed. Any such suggestions may be forwarded in written form to the 
CEC Information Center on Exceptional Children.
